SIXTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COLUMBIA 
INSTITUTION FOR THE DEAF 


Columbia Institution fob the Deaf, 

Kendall Green, 

Washington, D. C., September 1, 1925. 

Sir; During the fiscal year July 1, 1924, through June 30, 1925, 
there were under instruction in the advanced department of the insti¬ 
tution, known as Gallaudct College, 71 men and 51 women, a total of 
122, representing the District of Columbia, Canada, and 34 States. 
This is a decrease of 2 compared with the preceding year. 

In the primary and grammar department, known as the Kendall 
School, there were under instruction 26 boys and 25 girls, a total of 51. 
This is an increase of 3 compared with the preceding year. Of the 
total in this department, 48 were admitted as beneficiaries of the 
District of Columbia. 

There were admitted to the institution 28 males and 26 females; 
discharged, 23 males and 20 females. 

HEALTH 

The health of the pupils of the institution during the year was 
good. A few cases of mumps occurred in the advanced and primary 
departments, but no serious consequences resulted. One student of 
the advanced department arrived at the opening of the year suffering 
from appendicitis and was promptly removed to the hospital for 
operation. Although it was a severe case, recovery was complete. 
One other case of appendicitis received prompt treatment and 
operation during the year with successful results. 

All students were inoculated against typhoid and vaccinated 
against smallpox unless they had already received such treatment 
recently. On account of the prevalence of smallpox within the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia, all employees and students of the institution who 
had not been successfully vaccinated during the past six years were 
revaccinated. 

COURSE OF INSTRUCTION 

The course of study in the advanced department was the same as 
that offered during the previous year, with the exception of still 
further advanced work in mechanical drawing, which was added to 
the curriculum. 

The course of study in the Kendall School remained the same as 
during the previous year. 
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REPORT OF COLUMBIA INSTITUTION FOR THE DEAF 


NEEDS OF THE INSTITUTION 

The necessity for providing additional facilities for the teaching of 
printing to our students was met by Congress during the past year, 
and it is believed that this will much improve the opportunities for 
our young men to be self-supporting. 

The need for an administration building has not yet boon met. 
This need is becoming more pressing os time goes on, owing to the 
largo number of candidates for admission, many of whom must bo 
placed on the waiting list because of insufficient dormitory accommo¬ 
dations, many rooms in the young men’s dormitory being used for 
administration and classroom purposes. 

The need for teacher training for an increased number of young 
people at our institution has not yet been sufficiently met, although 
six woll-eciuippod young people, all college graduates, were trained 
during the past year. Froyision should bo made for not less than 
ten such students. Tins work has been urged upon our institution 
by the Conference of Superintendents and Principals of Schools for 
the Deaf. 

MEETING OF CONVENTION OF AMERICAN INSTRUCTORS OF THE 

DEAF 

The twenty-fourth meeting of the Convention of American Instruc¬ 
tors of the Deaf was opened at Council Bluffs, Iowa, during the latter 
part of June. This institution was ropresented by the acting presi¬ 
dent, Dr. Charles li. Ely, and by Prof. Elizabeth Peot of the college 
faculty, and the principal of the Kendall School, Mr. Leonard M. 
Elstad. Doctor Ely, Miss Poet, and Mrs. Elstad presented valuable 
papers at the meeting. 

INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE OF TEACHERS OF THE DEAF 

Announcement of an international conference of teachers of the 
deaf to bo held in London was made during the year, and the date 
was fixed for the summer of 1925. The board of directors author¬ 
ized the president of the institution to attend this mooting and visit 
schools for the deaf in England, appointing Dr. Charles R. Ely as 
acting president during the absence of President Hall. 

RESEARCH WORK AT THE COLUMBIA INSTITUTION FOR THE DEAF 

During the school year Dr. Robert H. Gault, of Northwestern 
University, conducted special investigations in the possibilities of 
the understanding by the deaf of spoken sounds through tlio sense 
of touch. Ho was assisted in this work to some extent by Asst. Prof. 
Irving S. Fusfold of our faculty and hopes to continue the work lor 
another year. The results of this work, which is carried on at the 
expense of the National Research Council, will be published at a 
later time. 

The survey of schools for the deaf, undertaken by the National 
Research Council, was carried out by Prof. Herbert E. Day, with the 
assistance of Professor Fusfeld, and much valuable information col¬ 
lected, which will be digested for the council at a later time. Pro¬ 
fessor Day and Assistant Professor Fusfeld were granted leave of 
absence for this work by the board of directors of the institution.

REGULATIONS 


1- The academic year is diviiiod into tiirce terms, tlie first beginning on the 
Wednesday before tlio iast Wednesday in September and ciosing on tlic 24th 
of December; tiie second beginning on the 29th of December and closing the 
next to the last Friday in March; the tliird beginning on the following Monday 
and closing the second Wednesday in June. 

2. The vacation is from tlie second Wednesday in June to the Wednesday 
before the last Wednesday in September. 

3. There are holidays at Thanksgiving, Christina.s, Wasliington’s Birthdayr 
Faster, and Decoration Day. 

4. Pupils maj’ visit tlioir liomes during tlie regular vacation period and on 
the above-named iiolidays, but at no otlicr time unless for some special urgent 
reason, and then only by permission of the president. 

5. The bills for the maintenance and tuition of pupils supported by their 
friends must be paid semiannually in advance. 

6. The charge for jiay pupils is $500 per annum. This sum covers expenses 

m the primary department except clothing and extraordinar}' medical attention, 
^ r college except clothing, books, and e.xtraordinary medical attention. 

7. All deaf-mutes of teachable ago, of good mental capacity, and properly 
belonging to the District of Columbia are received without charge. To students 
from the States and Territories who have not the means of defraying all the ex¬ 
penses of the college course the board of directors renders such assistance as 
circumstances seem to require, so far as the means at its disposal will allow. 

8. It is expected that the friends of pupils will provide them with clothing, 
and it is important that upon entering or returning to the institution they should 
be supplied with a sufficient amount for an entire year. All clothing should be 
plainly marked with the owner’s name. The students arc required to furnish 
their own towels. 

9. All letters concerning pupils or applications for admission should be ad¬ 
dressed to the prc.sident. 

10. The institution is open to visitors during term time on Thursdays between 
the hours of 9 a. m. and 3 p. m. Visitors are welcome at ch.apel service on Sun¬ 
day afternoons at 5 p. ni. 
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
